Washington July 2.—Bituminous 
coal mine operators and officials of 
the miners’ union, called to Washing- 
ton by President Harding to devise 
means of ending the coal. strike, ended 
the second day of their conference in 
a disagreement which was made cer- 
tain by formal votes. Both sides held 
firm to their previous conflicting de 
terminations tc await & government 


suggestion or compromise offer. 


Adjournment was taken until 10 
o'clock tomorrow, W with no other pros- 
nect in sight than tnat Secretaries 
Hoover and Davis, both of whom 
have participated in the joint meet- 


ings, might then have further matters | 
‘to present in behalf of the public. 


One main conference, in which min- 
erg and operators participated was 
warked today by the formal casting 
of ballots, according to a joint state- 
ment issued late by Secretaries Hoover 
and Davis, the operators voting down 
a proposal favoring the celling of.a 
central competitive field wage con- 
ference and the miners immediately 
after, voting down the operators pro- 
yosal fer calling independent wage 
each district. 

- Meet Separately. 

The miners’ union officials imme- 
diately after the general conference 
adjourned, convened in a_ separate 
meeting and the operators as promptly 
met in a hotel room for lenghty dis- 
eyssions. These sessions only re- 
sulted, according to intimations of 
those attending in reiterations of a 
determination to hold to the position 
already -taken» One additional oper; 
ator, Joseph Pursglove, of Cleveland,

Cause of Unrest. 

Those studying the situation and 
striving to get at the causes and pos- 
sible preventives declare the “ridi- 
cal menace” is one threatening not the 
republican party alone, or the demo- 
cratic ‘party, but both. It is super- 
induced, they believe, primarily 
through failure of congress to fune- 
tion because of obstructionist tactics 
imposed by. each party on the other. 

The recent primaries, each succeed 
ing one nominating a more radically 
progressive man than the one just 
preceding it, are responsible for the 
sounding of the.new alarm. And the 
present strikes in the railroad and 
mine industries have not seemed to 
temper it.

Chicago, July 2.—One of the long- 
est and most bitterly fought capital- 
labor wars in history can be expected 
before any settlement’ can be reached 
in the strike of railroad shopmen. 

This is the conviction of Bert M. 
Jewell, president of the railway em- 
ployees’ department of the American 


} Federation of Labor, who ordered and 


will direct the railroad walkout. 
Jewell refused to appear before the 
railroad board in the last minute at- 
tempt to avert the strike and could 
not be found when a subpoena was 
issued to bring him in. He has been 
in seclusio. since, but he granted the 
United News a two-hour exclusive 
interview tLunday and outlined much 
of the campaign: the men are to 
wage in effort to gain their demands 
as to wages and working rules. 
‘Jewell deelared that reports to his 
office Sunday indicated that 700,000 
men are out now, including many thou 


i gands not yet o.dered out: ‘The shop- 


men’s walkout is general, he said, des- 
pite contrary reports. There are 400,- 
000 shopmen. 

Others Joining Strike. 

In addition, he said, 55,000 main- 
tenance of way workers have gone out 
in advance of executive action to be 
taken by President E. F, Grable and 
his executive council Monday. Presi- 
dent Timothy Healy has reported that 
15,000 stationary engineers and oil- 
ers of his organization are out. The 
signalmen are joining the strike in 
advance of any executive action, 
Jewell said. Freight handlers, sta- 
tion employees, and clerks were also 
joining the strikers’ ranks all over 
the country, according to telegrams 
to Jewell. Strikes by switchmen, not 
included in the controversy, have

The husband, who is said to be one 
of the most prominent citizens of 
Lawrenceville, is alleged to have been 
intoxicated. According to F. Q. Sam- 
mon, mayor of Lawrenceville and 
friend of the family, Smith and tis 

wife quarreled when the former came 
home earlier in the evening under tne 
influence of Tiquor, Mrs. Smith pick- 
ing up her baby and feaving the 
house. The couple’s other three chil- 
dren were in the yard nearby when 
the shooting occurred, none of them

To Bar Violence. 

“There will be no repetition of the 
Williamson county mine riots if we 
can help it,” he said. “We have men 


on the job in every bad distritt. There ;. 


are about twenty-five such spots in 


the country. Five of them in Chi-|. 


cago, .and we will be on the job day 
and night. 

“Instructions have gone out to the 
men not to fight injunction procced- 
ings. We expect hundreds of picket- 
ing injunctions during the coming 
week. If the men must go to jail for 
picketing, and our executive commit- 
tee has arranged for necessary pickets 
everywhere, they must go to jail. They 
will have to go through more unpleas- 
ant things than jail before this is 
over. We have ~% money to spend 
fighting court actions. It will be 
cheaper for the men to eat in the jail 
and for the money to go to their fam- 
ilies.” 

No effort will be made to interrupt 
transportation, he-said, except as it 
is impaired thro-gh legal walkouts. 

“This strike will not immediately 
affect general transportation, he said. 
“Some roads will be flat, however, be- 
capse uf needed repairs in five days. 
Others will run on schedule practically 
for six months.

While Executives Are

MAINTENANCE OF WAY 
LEADERS MEET TODAY 


No Disorders Occur First 
Day of Strike — Strike- 
Breakers Recruited in 
New York.

Chicago, July 2.—Railway ‘execu- 
tivesp union leaders and the United 
States railroad labor board marked 
time today in the country-wide strike 
of shopmen,’ while train service con- 
tinued uninterrupted by Saturday's 
walkout. 

B. M. Jewell, head of the shopmen, 
who ignored the orders of/the labor 
board to appear before and explain 
his strike action, spent the day af 
union headquarters receiving reports 
from all sections of the country. He 
refused to give any figures but as- 
serted the Walkout was “practically 
100 per cent.” 

Railway executives, however. 
claimed that probably less than 90 
per cent of the 401,000 repairmen had 
joined the walkout which began yes- 
terday. Because of the Sunday holi- 
day, they said that they had been un- 
able to make a complete check of their 
shopmen, but that train service 
would continue regardless of hew 
many laid down their tools. In rail- 
way circles tonight interest was cen- 
tered on Detroit, where the executive 
council of the United Brotherh6od of 
Maintenance of Way Employees will 
meet tomorrow fo canvass the strike 
ballot of the trackmen. Hope was ex- 
pressed by the rail executives that 
the maintenance of way men would 
not join the walkout. 

Explains Refusal. 

Mr. Jewell today explained his 1- 
noring ‘of the labor board was due 
to the failure of the board to ex- 
clude from wage reduction hearings 


amimost wighty roads that had ‘in part

“Practically all of these eighty 
roads violated decisions of the labor 
board,” Mr. Jewell said.

Railroad labor would then fave looked 
on the board as a tribunal willing 
and ready to deal out justice. If this 
had been done, the officials of the 
siop crafts could have gone to the 
men with this as an argument and 
averted the strike. But this was not 
done and postponement of the strike 
was humanly impossible. 

“In the first place, my appearance 
before the board would not have re- 
sulted in. arbitration. The board 
should have. subpoenaed officials who 
signed the telegram authorizing . the 
strike. Only these men could recall 
the order. If I had done any such 
thing I would have forfeited my of: 
fice immediately.

Surrenders of Sunday

Gradually the Free State 
Forces Are Clearing In- 
surgents Out of Dublin, 
450 Casualties. 


Dublin, July 2-—-The Free State 
troops won another victory in the bat- 
tle of Dublin Sunday, apparently 
crushing the backbone of the rebellion 


the fall of Four Courts Friday. 

Hundreds of prisoners were taken— 
including rebel leaders who escaped in 
Friday’s haul. Hamonn De Valera, 
who was believed to be leading the 
rebe] defense at the Gresham hotel 
prior to its surrender, has not been 
heard trom—the only rebel leader of 
prominence now wncaptured. 

‘Total rebel casualties—Sunday 
night’s battle added to the Four Courts 
losses—are 450 killed, wounded and 
taken prisoners. Remaining rebel 
strongholds are rapidly running out of 
ammunition. Many are manned only 
by eighteen-year-old boys armed with 
revolvers. 

Strong Pest Taken. 

Shortly afte: midnight Sunday, free 
state headquarters officially an- 
nounced the capture of Moran’s hotel 
—the second strongest rebel post—and 
the surrounding Talbot street section. 
General Ennin, of the Free State 
army, reported thatehis men had driven 
the rebels out of eight prominent po- 
sitions in the city. 

Thirty rebels were captured at the 
bayonet’s point in the storming of the 
Moran hotel. The Free State troops 
fought long and fiercely in rounding 
up the enemy here... 

The rebel fighting force in Dublin 
was reduced by fully fifty per cent as 
a result of the day’s fighting.

Washington, July 2.—Rebel forces 
were defeated and scattered by federal 
troops near the Aguada camp of the 
Cortez Oil company in the Tampico 
disfict of Mexico, June 30, accord- 
ing to a message ‘received by the state 
department today from, Consul] Shaw 
at Tampico. The latter said his in- 
formation was based on a report he 
had received from oil company offi- 
cials yesterday. 

There were two actions, the con- 
sul. said. in which five or six rebels 


Pwere killed, three taken prisoners and 


60 of their horses captured. The fed- 
eral troops, he added, according to 
his advices were preparing to follow 
up the rout of the rebels while other 
federal troops he understood were com- 
ing into the district. 

Mr. Shaw, in his message, which 
was filef at noon yesterday, did not 
mention the name of the commander of 
the rebel forces, but it was assumed 
here it probably. was General Goro- 
zave who recently took several of the 
employees of the oil company prisoner

Two 18-pound shells were fired into 
Moran’s hotel by the Free State artil- 
lery. The infantry organized for a 
bayonet attack, but after the two 
carefully placed shots, a white flag 
appeared in one of the broken windows 
of the hotel and the Free State forces 
surged in to take possession of tbe 
surrendered stronghold. 

Unconditional Surrender. 

The surrender was unconditional. 

At the other end of the right angle, 
in Sackville street, free state troops 
concentrated .n a formation 200 yards 
long and 100 yards deep in front of 
the block of buildings surrounding the 
Gresham hotel, 

Rebel snipers conducted desultory 
firing all Sunday afternoon while Free 
State ‘troopers, posted in nearby win- 
dows and doorways, acted as outposts. 
Platoons of youthful soldiers patrolled 
the side streets. 

The rebel fortress—the Gresham 
hotel—looked formidable behind the 
barricade of commandeered automo- 
biles, wagons, carriages and jaunting 
carts—especially with De Valera lead- 
ing the defense in person. At 5 p. m. 
four Free State guns—18 pounders— 
began battering down the’ barricades, 
buildings and vehicles which 
sheltered the rebels. The carriages 
piled up in the street were shot into 
mid-air and shattered into splinters. 


One Free State gun was posted on the 
corner of the ruined postoffice.

Upon assuming the presidency of 


ago. President Li Yuan Hung de- 
clared that foremost among his de- 
sires in behalf of China is the pro- 
motion and advancement of the 
cause of popular education. 

Most of the ills, political as well 
as physical, the Chinese people 
have suffered in the past he at- 
tributes to illiteracy and ignorance. 
His ‘country is fabulously rich in 
natural resources, but the rank and 
file of the masses of its people 
have not possessed the education— 
nor the initiative that is inspired 
by education—to develop them; 
thus, as President Li sees it, tak- 
ing them by and large, they have 
remained, from generation to ger- 
eration, helpless to defend their 
own interests and rights against 
exploitation at the hands of de- 
signing foreigners and the more 
enlightened, unscrupulous and am- 
bitious members of their own race. 

Li would correct this by encour- 
aging the development of a mod- 
ern public, educational system in 
his country, and to prove the sin- 
cerity of his purpose, he has start- 
ed off with donating to the cause of 
education his own salary as pres- 
ident, 

In a statement he. made to a 
Pekin correspondent the other day, 
President Li said: 

“My salary as president is $24,000 
monthly, I add to this the $4,000 
taken by Hsu Shi Chang (who re- 
céntly resigned the presidency) and 
approximately $60,000 more, all of 
which I have arranged shal] be 
handed over monthly to the depart- 
ment of education so the people may 
be extended the help of the govern- 
ment, My sympathy is with the 
Schools and my intention in return- 
ing to Pekin was partly to aid China 
and have the really democratic in- 
Stitutions meant by a true democ- 
racy.” 

Regardless of what: the individ- 
ual onlooker may think of political 
conditions in China or of what may 
be his opinion as to the methods 
by which Li Yuan Hung rose to the 
presidency, the whole civilized 
world must admire the spirit of 
generosity and of devotion to his 
people thus shown by the new Chi- 
nese ruler. . 
And all must admit. that, conced- 
ing a genuine desire on his part to 
really elevate the general status of 
the Chinese people, he is working 
to the realization of that desire in 
the right way.

JHE HABIT OF TAKING SALTS. 

Firmly, but gently, let us insist that 
the good old-fashioned home remedies 
still hold their place in our practice 
against all modern inventions, and 
salts is one of the old reliables. Yet 
reluctantly, but frankly, we must 
confess that this same old reliable 
is capable of doing a powerful amount 
of harm when abused. And it is 
abuse to take salts when you merely 
require a laxetive. 

Under certain circumstances noth- 
ing can be substituted for salts when 
definite results are to be obtained. By 
salts we mean Epsom, Rochelle, Glau- 
ber’s, Carlsbad, phosphate of soda, 
citrate of soda, in fact, any saline 
cathartic, natural or artificial, plain, 
But each 


harm if habitually or frequently taken 
merely to move the bowel. 
The :ction.of salts. no matter which 


kind, is very simple to explain. The 
suline has an affinity for water and 
raws water from the lining of the 
bowel. This, of course, causes irri- 
tation, to which the bowel responds by ; 
increased activity. Imagine the ef- 
fect of daily irritation of this kind 
over a period of many months or 
years! 

Some of the salts, no matter which 
kind, will be absorbed into the blood 
and eliminated through the kidneys. 
In the process of elimination the kid- 
sey is irritated, and if the dose is a 
daily noabit the kidney will in time. 
suffer. The abuse of salts is one of 
themany causes of kidney disease in 
inter life. 

It is no abuse to resort to a dose 


doses if necessary. It is not abuse 
to employ salts when your physician 
prescribes such medication for some 
particuiar purpose other than moving 
the bowels. It is abuse to take -salts 
when a milder laxative will suffice, 
and it is abuse to use salts merely for 
a purpose of producing an evacua- 
ion. 

One of the least unpalatable saline 
laxatives and most effective when 
properly prpeared and taken is the 
official solution of magnesium citrate 
of the pharmacopoeia. This pleasant 
solution must be freshly prepared by 
the pharmacist on call, and the whole

Washington, July 2—The an- 
nouncement that Tangiers sas one 
ef the topics of conversation at the 
recent meeting of Lloyd George and 
Poincare serves to recall world at- 
tention to one more problem which 
has survived the recent war without 
settlement. Three times between 
1905 and 1911 Morocco just- missed 
furnishing the occasion of Armaged- 
don and the first crisis was precipi- 
- by the landing of the kaiser at 

ngiers itself. 

A year before, in 1904, France and 
Great Britain had reached a general 
settlement on all questions, a settle- 
ment which was the foundation of the 
Anglo-French entente. larger 
fraction of this agreement was com- 
prehendéd in British recognition of 
F'rench supremacy in Morocco and 
French acknowledgment of similar 
British primacy in Egypt. The 
French oceupation of Morocco, how- 
ever, was conditioned upon an ad- 
justment of Franco-Spanish spheres 


aspirations. 

This arrangement; made without 
German participation, led, to the 
German intervention, after the Rus- 
sian defeat at Mukden had’ tempo- 


support her French ally in Europe. 
While France ended by consenting to 
submit the question to an interna- 
tional conference at Algeciras, the 
Tangiers episode nearly prdvoked war 
and Britain at that time clearly in- 
dicated her readiness to support 
France, 

Crisis of 1911. 


. Algeciras, at which America was 
represented, brought a Moroccan 
ugreement which had little lasting 
value, for two years later French 
troops were in the Shawia and in 
another two years Fez had been oc- 
cunied. Meantime a Franco-German 
dispute over an affair in Casablanca 
brought a new crisis in which Clemen- 
ceau resisted German pressure, as no 
French prime minister had done since 
1870 


In 1911 the dispatch of the German 
cruiser Panther to Agadiec precipi- 
tated the final Moroccan crisis and all 
summer long war was threatened. 
Acuin Britain, this time through the 
words of Lloyd George, spoken at the 
Guild hall, indicated her willingness 
to support France **»s jin France 
Caillaux, who had bowed to Germany, 
was turned out of power and Poincare 
became first prime minister and tnen 
president. Eventually France bought 
off Germany’s alleged rights by the 
cession of Congo lands. 

Meantime France and Spain had 
reached an agreement as to their re- 
spective spheres, and France, Britain 
and Spain had agreed to the interna: 
tionslizing of Tangiers. When the 
world war came this Tangier arrange: 
ment worked very badly, for the Ger- 
man agents took advantage of it to 
make Tangiers their. headquarters, 
and finally France occupied the town 
and suppressed the _ international 
phase with the consent and co-opera- 
tion of Britain. 

Present French Desires. 

Now France desires to substitute 
her own rule for the international 
scheme. Her reasons are obvious.

Pafently, the French now hope by 
withdrawing their opposition to Brit- 
ish projects in the Near East, possi- 
bly at Constantinople, to buy British 
approval. In contemporary French 
policy," North Africa holds second 
place. only to Europe, and most 
Frenchmen believe that the future of 


the development of her vast north’ 
and west African possessions. The 
recent progress of President Millerand 
from Casablanca to Tunis _ is only 
one evidence of the effort France is 


icy. 

Would Dominate Mediterranean, 

Holding Bizerta in Tunis, ,France 
would, if she obtained Tangiers, mani- 
festly dominate the western Mediter- 
ranean, a circumstance distasteful to 
the British, Italians . and Spanish 
ulie. Yet the Spanish experiment in 
Morocco has bee@ a terrible failure, 
and is still demanding the blood trib- 
ute which a generation ago was 
c'simed by Cuba. France, on the 
contrary, has been strikingly success- 
ful in her sphere and Morocca today 
is one of the most promising colonial 
estates in the world. 

Given the complete divergence of 
British and French interests it is by 
no means impossible that ‘Tangiers 
will again become a point of inter- 
rational friction, while continued 
fritish resistance to French claims 
may put a new strain upon the en- 
tente cordiale, ¢s it. has already pol- 
soned Franco-Spanish relations for 
several years and was one. of the 
eanses of the Germanophile _ senti- 
ments of a majority of Spaniards dur- 
ing the recent wor. 

Today the ex-kaiser in his Dutch 
refuge must follow with some interest 
the recrudescence of the Moroccan. 
affair, which had its first dramatic 
episode when he landed in Tangiers 
nearly eightee¢ 2 years ago and as- 
sured a Moroccan sovereign, who has 
disappeared, that Germany would 
maintain the integrity of the She- 
rifian empire. Today a marshal of 
France rules over the larger portion 
of this same empire if the name of 
the French republic, and this mar- 
shal is a native Lorrainer, whose 
home was burned by, the Germans on 
the eve of their great defeats before 
Nancy in 1914. Moreover, the pres- 
ent prime minister, aiso a Lorrainer, 
whose home was destroyed by German 
cups, gained his first ministry as a 
result of German Moroccan policy.

Answer—You might try taking in- 
ternally a drop or two of the tincture 
of rhus toxicodendron (poison ivy) 
made in the strength of 1 per cent, 
after each meal, and double vour dose 
every week for eicht weeks, This 
has proved effective in several cases.

The Storage Battery in Radio Circuits. 
The secondary or storage battery is a very important item of equip- 


ment in radio receiving circuits employing the vacuum tube as a detec- 


tor, amplifier or oscillator. 


It should be noted that a storage battery 


consists of two or more storage cells, a cell being a single unit consist- 
ing of positive and negative plates immersed in a chemical solution. 

The storage battery used to supply current to the filament of 
a vacuum tube is commonly known as the “A” battery. This battery 
has a potential of approximately six volts and may consist of cells of 


either lead-acid or the nickel-iron-alkaline type. 


A battery having a 


capacity of 60 ampere hours is a very practical size for use with vacuum 
tubes. The capacity is determined by the amount of active material 


in the cells, that is, the size of the plates 
vacuum tube in receiving circuits requires for its proper operation.a 


nd the number of them. The 


potential of 5 volts and a current ranging from 0.5 of an ampere to 1.2 
amperes, the correct value of current for the tube being recorded on

If a battery of the lead-acid type is used and the charging is done

No. 7—How to Make Curtains. 

In making glass curtains; be sure 
first to have accurate measurements 
of the window at Which they are to 
be hung. This will save much trouble- 
some alteration afterward. If the 
bottoms are to be weighted—and it is 
often advisable to weight thin, sheer 
materail—allow for a little stretching. 
The bottom of the curtain should just 
escape the sill. 

Make the bottom Rems wide—two 
and a half to three inches will not be 
- much if the curtains are not to 
be edged with some sort of trimming.

To make the curtains hang well and 
keep them in place a leaded tape may 
be sewn inside the whole length of the 
bottom hem. 

If the curtains are trimmed with 

gimp, make both bottom and side hems 

not quite the width of the gimp and 

sew it on so that the fringe will just 

come free of the edges of the hem.

Some one has said that it takes an 
Englishman to know good tea. But 
we American housewives can scarcely 
agree with that statement. Good tea 
is largely a matter of taste and brand, 
also prices. Very cheap tea is unde- 
sirable, being commonly adulterated 
with spent tea leaves. There are as 
many different tests for good tea as 
there are brands. 

A safe and easy one is.to put a 
pinch of tea in boilng water for one 
minute, pour off half and let the other 
half stand, keeping it at almost a boil- 
ng heat for ten minutes. Then pour 
off and compare in smell and taste 
with the first. Artificial color, if 
present, will show as dregs in the 
long steeping and will reveal itself 


further in a faint metallic taste. 


Various copper salts are ‘he com- 
monest .coloring matters, and though 
the quantities are too small to be 
immediately dangerous, constant use 
of tea containing these properties may 
eventually give the drinker stomach 
trouble. 

The best way to keep tea is to put 
it in an air-tight container, prefer- 
ably tin, and to keep it dark. dry, and

Industrial Reports Good, 
Despite Uncertainties 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
New York, July 2.—While the usual 
uncertainties of the season and a few 


| others of a special character have dom- 


inated the country’s markets during 
the past week, returns from industrial 
centers continue good. Steel produc- 
tion has maintained its latest‘ gains, 
railroad carloadings have reached a 
new high level for the year and re- 
ports from a number of centers men- 
tion active competition for labor be- 
tween makers of steel, automobiles and 
railroad equipment on the one hand 
and the building trades on the other. 


|}Allowing for the ecoal strike, which 


naturally affects the showing of rail- 
roads serving union mines, the May 
earning statements of the carriers, 
which are now being published tes- 
tify to a further gain in the volume 
of traffic. 

Regarding the seasonal uncertain- 
ties, principally those relating to the 
new crops littie in the way of news 
has developed. Fair weather in the 
cotton belt improved crop corditions 
somewhat and took the edge off, the 
minor crop scare of two weeks ago, It 
also resulted in the cancellation of 
the corresponding adyance in prices. 
Interest in the trade has centered in 
tomorrow's government crop report, 
private estimates favoring a condition 
in the neighborhood of 73 per cent. 
The amount of damage which weevil, 
which has had an unusually favorable 
start, may accomplish, and according- 
ly the ultimate size of the crop, re- 
main largely matters of conjecture. 

Wheat Up. 

Wheat prices stiffened slightly, 
partly on reports of smaller supplies 
of the cash commodity and partly on 
disappointing threshing returns. 
There were reports, also, of some- 
what better foreign buying. In the 
course of a faltering rally the July 


delivery reached the vicinity of $1.35, 
but the market was thin and wuncer- 
tain, as is, in fact, consistent with its 
between-crop character. A good yield 
remains in prospect and mail order 
business is picking up well. 

Despite flurries in call money, 
which carried the rate on the New 
York stock exchange as high as 5 1-2 
per cent, the money market still holds 
at the low levels of the year. The 
disturbance in call money, a form of 
accommodation which is extremely 
sensitive to temporary influences, is 
generally attributed to speeial de- 
mands connected with the end of the 
first half of the year. The best ob- 
servers expect pronounced ease again 
in July. Opinion is divided as to 
whether the price of money already 
has touched bottom, or whether it 
may still go slightly lower before tak- 
ing an upward turn. 


Coal Uncertainty. 

Developments in the coul strike now 
are commanding close attention. 
Stocks of fuel are dwindling, and de- 
mand is growing. Some quarters 
point out that the delaying of a set- 
tlement for another month or two 
might occasion a_ car shortage later 
in the autumn. The uncertainty re- 
garding soft coal prices is, meanwhile, 
producing corresponding doubts in re- 
lated markets. Production of bitu- 
minous coal at non-unoin mines has 
ceased to grow but fell short of nor- 
mal demand at least one-third. An- 
thracite output remains practically 
nill. All parties concerned appear 
to be growing more anxious for a 
settlement, aecircumstance which fa- 
vors a successful outcome for the con- 
ference called by the government. 

In contrast to their attitude re 
garding the strike, most financial and 
business quarters have seemed but lit-

tle impressed ‘with the possibilities 
‘embraced in the railroad walkout. 


The World Trade in Machinery 


America’s Premier Position Not Menaced by Germany With Whom 
We Have Exchanged Places Since 1913. ° 


The present position of Germany as 
a competitor in the world’s machinery 
markets has been considerably over- 
rated. by many writers, says William 
Althoff, of the industrial machinery 
division of the department of com- 
merce, in a special survey of the inter- 
national situation in the forthcoming 
issue of Commerce Reports. Mr. Al- 
thoff’s conclusions are that America’s 
premier position, which it has captured 
from Germany since 1913, is not men 
aced by .Germany, whose exports of 
industrial machinery are now in value 
well below those of Great Britain, our 
present closest competitar for ‘first 
place. 

During the years 1910-1913, inclu- 
sive, as shown by charts and tables 
prepared by Mr. Althoff, Germany, 
the United Kingdom, France and the 
United States exported annually a 
total average of approximately $530,- 
000,000 worth of machinery. Througb- 
out this period Germany held first 
place, but its proportion fell from 
45.1 per cent of the total of these 
countries in 1910 to 43.6 per centjin 
1913. The proportion of the United 
Kingdom also declined continually dur- 
ing these years, and in 1913 its share 
was only 28.8 per cent, as against 33.1 
per cent in 1910. The United States, 
on the contrary, secured a larger fro- 
portion each successive year, rising 
steadily from 17.1 per cent of the to- 
tal in 1910 to 20.9 per cent in 1913. 
In value this represented an increase 
of almost $57,000,000. 

In 1918 and 1919 the United States, 
as was to be expected, furnished the 
bulk of the machinery exports, the 
actual amonnts being $282,000,000 and 
$378,000,000 respectively. 

During 1920 Germany was again in 
the field the total of the four coun- 
tries ascending well on toward a bil- 
lion dollars. Of this the United States 
supplied nearly one-half (48.9 per 
cent), the United Kingdom 24.6 per 
cent, and Germany 20.8 per cent, 

The United Kingdom alone of the 
four countries shows an increase in 
the value of its exports for 1921, due 
largely to heavy shipments of textile 
machinery on orders that had long been 
unfilled. Machinery exports from the 
United States fell off considerably 
during 1921, this being due in a large 
measure to the reduction in unit prices 
and to the extraordinary exchange sit- 
uation that prevailed in the world 
markets. 

It should be particularly noted. 
however, that our machinery exports 
last year exceeded in value those for 
1918, and were mere than twice as 


great as in 1913. 

In other words, during 1921 we ex- 
ae machinery to the extent of 
$290,000,000, or 36.2 per cent of the 
total of the four countries combined, 
as against $130,000,000, or 20.8 ver 
cent of the 1913 total. 

The outstanding feature of the fig- 
ures presented herewith is that in 1920 
and 1921, Germany, in spite of the 
advantages of favorable exchange 
rates, low wages, government subsi- 
dies, etc., exported only about one- 
half the proportion it shipped during 
the pre-war period 

Fundamental conditions at present 
existing in Germany are such as to 
seriously impair its position as a 
competitor in the world machinery 
markets. To-.a large extent its low 
costs have been the result of direct 
and indirect government _ subsidies 
which the German government must 
necessarily abandon. Government 
control as applied to grain prices has 
already been abolished, bringing about 
a general movement for higher wages. 


are rising rapidly, and labor difficul- 
ties are becoming increasingly numer- 
ous. There is a shortage of both 
coal and coke. The forced internal 
loan contemplated by the German 
government will undoubtedly be de- 
manded in the near future. The 
amount is about one billion gold 
marks, equivalent at present to ap- 
proximtaely 70 bilNon paper marks. 
This loan will be a heavy burden on 
industry. ‘The supplementary taxa- 
tion that must necessarily follow will 
raise production costs still higher, 
Furthermore, Germany is becoming 
sold out and the continuation of pro- 
duction will involve increased pur- 
chasing of raw materials from outside 
sources at prices which will be al- 
most beyond the German, buyer, al- 
though in line with the world mar- 
kets. 

These and other factors make. it 
practically impossible to quote firm 
prices for long-term commitments. 
The tendency now is to quote prices 
subject to increases to cover any en- 
hanced production costs that may oc- 
eur before the goods are delivered. 
The cancellation of numerous orders 
placed in Germany by foreign cus- 
tomers is reported. 

All of the above conditions have a 
further peculiar significance when it 
is remembered that during recent 
years German sapplies had already 
found it difficult to deliver machinery 
in accordance with prices and deliy- 


ery dates contracted. 


Foodstuffs ’Round the World | 


Australian a Pig Enjoy Longer 


Millions of head of cattle now roam- 
ing the vast plains of Australia have 
cause for deep bovine rejoicing. The 
present condition of the export meat 
trade of that country .is rapidly ap- 
proaching the low mark figures of 
1910, and the accumulated stocks of 
frozen beef in Australia’s principal 
market—Great Britain, together with 
the price cutting of Argentine firms 
in London in competing for the trade. 
the higher freight rates and increased 
labor- charges in Australia, all com- 
bine to insure their immunity from 
the butcher’s knife. 


William A. Dunlap, of the Ameri- 
can consulate at Melbourne, informs 
the department of commerce that all 
the meat works in northern Australia. 
with the exception of two now work- 
ing on contracts, are closed and that 
cattle breeding in Queenland, the prin- 
cipal cattle-prodycing state of Aus- 
tralia, is ‘being greatly restricted, 
there being fully a half a million head 
of cattle ready for the slaughterhouse, 
in addition to a heavy carry-over from 
last year.

It Is Hard Work to Raise Cocoa. 

Cocoa, or cacao, as it is called be- 
fore being ground, ‘is not one of those 
tropical products which we often cvead 
about as growing easily, without care, 
and furnishing an ever-abundant crop 
only dependent upon the ambition of 
the native to pick it. According to 
Vice Consul 8S. J. Fletcher, of La 
Guaira, Venezuela, it is a product 
which requires tender nursing from 
the time the seed is planted in the nur- 
sery until ten years after when the 
tree reaches its full production. 

Well kept plantations prod ce some 
cacao the entire year, with two pe- 
riods of heavy production, and the 
average tree produces about one and 
one-half pounds per annum. In some 
of the best districts many trees pro- 
duce up to five pounds a vear. An 


important necessity in the produc- 
tion of cacao is shade trees which 
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salisieaes the ills of mediocre 
‘ business. No charge for 
consultation.

The determination of the adminis- 
tration to take steps against the foun- 
dation, which was organized by Fran- 
cis P. Garvan and several of his a» 
gociates in the alien property custo 
dian’s office under the Wilson admin- 
istration was revealed in a letter made 
blic yesterday at the white house, 

in which President Harding instructed 
Thotnas W. Miller, the present alien 
property custodian, to demanc return 
of all patents, copyrights and other 
property transferred to the foundation. 
The move came as a surprise to a 
great proportion of official Washing- 
ton 


Officials closely connect®d with the 
administration’s move declined to sup- 
plement what was contained in the 
president’s letter and the statement, 
by Attorney-General Daugherty, say- 
ing that the transfer of patents to 
the foundation had been under inves- 
tigation for some months and shat 
the president’s instructions would be 
earried out promptly. Mr. Miller and 
Mr. Daugherty were out of the city 
and A. Mitcheil Palmer, who preceded 
Mr. Garvan as alien property custo- 
dian and under whose udministration 
of that office many of the Germany 
patents in question were seized, could 
not be found.in the capital. 

Part of Probe? 

Other officials saw in the move one 
of the steps in the administration’s 
announced alleged war fraud prosecu- 
tions. They also saw the prospect 
of considerable discussion of the mat- 
ter in the senate where the chemical 
foundation often has been the subject 
of fire from the republican side and 
has been warmly defended by the dem- 
ocratic members. Most house mem- 
bers had left the capitol due to the 
six weeks adjournment taken Friday, 
but among the republicans still here 
Representative Woodruff, repub- 
lican, Michigan, was about the only 
one who would comment. Mr. Wood- 
ruff, who has attacked the depart- 
ment of justice on the grounds that 
it had been remiss in prosecution 
of war frauds, described the presi- 
dent’s action as “splendid” and added 
that the course was fully justified 
in view of the charges made in con- 
gress at various times that the foun- 
dation had acquired from the alien 
property custodian’s office German 
patents worth from $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 for approximately $250,- 
000. 


Garvan’'s Reply.

GeorgiaT obacco 
Crop This Year 


iinet 
Work Is in Full Swing to 
Produce 6,000,000-Pound 
| Crop. 


BY E. C. WESTBROOK, 
State Gellege of Agriculture. 

Athens, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)— 
Things are beginning to hum in the 
tobacco section of south Georgia. The 
old tobacco curing barn has 
cleaned up and the furnace and flues 
repaired. The golden weed is begin- 
ning to ripen and some of the curing 
barns are already ‘illed with the 
first primings or sand lugs. Soon the 
song of the auctioneer will be heard 
in every tobacco warehouse. Soon we 
will be able: to see the farmer pull 
out a nice big twist of fresh Geor- 
gia raised tobacco and mix with his 
store-bought plug, in order to get the 
proper kick in his chew. 

The Georgia crop of the weed looks 
good this year. In the last two weeks 
there nas been a little too much rain 
but with favorable weather from now 
on the creps should be of high qual- 
ity. It looks now’as though a six 
million pound crop will be produced, 
which is xabcut the same as last year’s 
crop. 

One of the biggest mistakes thar 
has been made in the past by thé 
Georgia growers is harvesting the to- 
bacco tou green. There is no demand 
for grc2n tobacco. It seems a pity 
that a farmer should go to the ex- 
pense of producing a good crop of 
tobacco only to ruin it at the last 
minute. We believe that with the 
experience of the last few years most 
of our tobacco growers will harvest 
only good ripe tobacco. There are big 
tovks ci low grade tobacco on hand, 
hence there is little demand for these 
grades, but there is a strong demand 
for tobacco of high quality. 

Selling tobacco is an art. A man 
must study the game in order to be 
able to sell to best advantage. 

The Georgia markets will probably 
open between the 15th and 20th of 
July. The dates of opening tlH® mar- 
kets in the various states are usually 
decided at the convention of the U. 
S. Tobacco association. That asso- 
ciation held its annual meeting in 
Richmond, Va., June 29-30 and July 
1. No dates of opening have been 
announced yet. 

W. A. Winslow, ‘tobacco specialist 
for the Central of Georgia railroad, 
and EK. L. King, tobacco specialist for 
the Southern railway, attended the 
convention from Georgia. 

Experiments at Tifton. 
The coastal plains experiment sta- 
tion at Tifton fs conducting experi- 
ments with tobacco on a very exten- 
sive scale. The work is being done 
in co-operation with the U. S. office 
of tobacco investigations and the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture. 

An effort is being made to obtain 
information that will enable the south 
Georgia tobacco grower to produce to- 
bacco of the best quality at minimum 
cost. 

July 10 officials from the U. S. 
office of tobacco investigations and 
officials from the State College of 
Agrituiture will go over the tobacco 
experiments with the station officials 
to determine what fertilizérs and 
methods >f handling are giving best 
results. 

Farmers and business men who are 
interested in growing tobacco have 
heen invited to visit the station July 
10 in order to get the benefit of ex- 
periments with tobacco and other 
crops, and to have an opportunity to 
quiz the specialists who will be 
present. Experts will give a thorough
